POINTS  IN  HUSTINGS’  SPEECHES. 

Ab  first  in  our  satisfaction  is  the  return  of  Mr  Mill  bj  a 
large  majority,  so  first  shall  be  the  notice  of  his  speech 
referring  to  the  character  of  the  contest,  and  the  honest 
means  by  which  the  victory  was  won, — the  enei^  and 
resolution  inspired  by  hearty  conviction. 

We  had  lately  occasion  to  question  Mr  Mill’s  opinion  that 
the  Ballot  was  rendered  unnecessary  by  the  decline  of  the 
foul  infiuences.  Does  his  experience  of  this  contest  confirm 
this  opinion  ?  He  says  that  his  election  on  public  grounds 
alone  has  been  carried  in  spite  of  all  the  infiuences,  legiti¬ 
mate  and  illegitimate,  which  could  by  any  possibility  have 
been  brought  to  bear  against  the  voters.  Even  in  a  great 
city  like  Westminster,  with  a  large  constituency,  it  is  then 
not  true  that  the  fool  influences  are  not  strenuously  exerted 
against  the  honest  suffrage.  The  electors  have  bomo  up 
against  the  attempts  to  bend  them  from  their  rectitude, 
but  wo  may  now  repeat  a  question  which  we  put  to  Mr 
Mill  some  weeks  ago,  because  now  it  seems  to  us  that  he 
indirectly  furnishes  a  decisive  answer, — **  Have  we  a  right 
**  to  ask  a  man  to  dare  ruin  for  the  performance  of  an  ordi- 
«  nary  and  not  unfrequent  publio  duty  ?  ”  This  question, 
we  say,  is  answered  by  Mr  Mill’s  adoption  of  Burke’s  pro¬ 
foundly  philosophical  proposition  that  **  a  system  cannot  be 
«  good  which  rests  upon  tbe  heroic  virtues.”  And  such 
is  the  system  in  which  men  have  to  resist  temptation  on 
the  one  hand,  or  incur  certain  injury  on  the  other, 
perhaps  utter  ruin.  Is  it  wise  to  cidl  for  these  heroic 
virtues  whenever  there  happens  to  be  a  vacant  seat  ?  Of 
this  we  may  be  sure,  that  if  we  draw  too  largely  and 
unfairly  on  public  virtue  we  must  come  to  the  lees. 

But  Mr  Mill  has  seen  only  a  mild  expression  of  the 
influences  legitimate  and  illegitimate  in  Westminster.  He 
has  seen  as  it  were  the  pollution  of  the  Thames,  but  in  the 
small  boroughs  there  is  the  poisoning  of  a  cistern. 

Mr  Mill  complains  of  the  undue  weight  of  the  purse, 
and  it  is  calculated  that  between  twenty  and  thirty  thousand 
pounds  have  been  spent  in  this  election : 

This  riotory  illustrates  two  things  very  strongly.  It  teaches,  in 
the  first  place,  a  lesson  which  is  oonstaotlj  renewed  from  age  to  age, 
and  which  many  persons  find  it  extremely  hard  to  learn — the  power 
of  sincere,  earnest,  and  disinterested  conriction.  Our  work  was  the 
work  of  Tolunteers  against  opponents  who  were  disciplined  and  paid. 
All  our  friends  gaye  their  time  and  their  labour,  which,  to  most  of 
them,  was  money,  and  to  some  of  them  their  daily  bread,  and  many 
of  them  gare  their  mone^  in  addition,  for  purposes  rendered  necessary 
by  a  bad  system  of  election,  but  which  they  felt,  even  if  necessary, 
ought  to  be  paid  for  by  any  one  rather  than  the  candidate  himself. 
Tbe  second  lesson  which  we  may  learo,  or  rather  a  question 
which  this  victory  may  induce  us  to  put  to  ourselves,  is  this, 
—can  that  mode  of  returning  representatives  and  carrying  on  elec' 
tiona  be  good  under  which  tbe  side  starting  upon  principles  of 
electioneering  purity  is  heavily  weighted  in  the  race — so  heavily 
weighted,  indeed,  as  to  make  tbe  contest  resemble  a  race  between  a 
man  on  foot  and  one  on  horseback  ? 

The  weight  of  gold  was  pretty  equally  balanced  between 
Captain  Grosvenor  and  Mr  Smith,  but  it  was  unsatisfactory 
that  a  candidate  like  Mr  Mill  should  profit  even  indirectly 
by  the  expenditure  of  the  gentleman  with  whom  his  name 
was  coupled  and  votes  shared. 

A  more  respectable  candidate  of  his  class  than  Mr  W.  H. 
Smith  could  not  have  been  selected.  He  is  a  well-educated, 
well-bred  man,  thoroughly  presentable  in  any  assembly, 
and  who  could  hold  his  own  anywhere.  A  considerable 
part  of  the  constituency  like  the  idea  of  being  represented 
by  a  tradesman,  one  of  their  own  class,  and  who  certainly 
does  it  credit.  But  Mr  Smith  bad  tbe  unpardonable  fault 
in  the  eyes  of  Westminster  of  being  too  Conservative,  and 
Conservatism  the  country  will  not  have.  It  is  satisfactory, 
however,  that  the  best  man  the  Conservatives  could  bring 
into  the  field  was  brought  forward  for  this  battle,  as  the 
victory  is  thus  one  of  opinions,  and  not  referable  to  any 
personal  objection. 

Mr  Bright’s  speech  at  Birmingham  was  much  more 
moderate  than  bis  address.  He  saw  something  more  than 
the  neglect  or  suppression  of  reform.  He  recognized  good 
government  even  though  it  had  been  effected  without 
vefora,  and  he  avowed  his  confidence  in  a  part  of  the 
Ministry,  which  he  thinks  soon  likely  to  extend  itself  so  as 
to  become  the  whole.  The  Tories,  for  whom  he  had  once 
•  hankering,  he  gives  up  as  incorrigible,  and  condemned  by 
the  sense  of  the  country. 

For  two  or  three  years  1  have  not  made  it  my  business,  either  in 
Parliament  or  out  of  Parliament,  to  assail  Lord  Palmerston.  Lord 
Palmerston  is  on  octogenarian.  He  has  lived  a  great  deal  longer  than 
moM  of  us  will  live,  and  I  confess  1  have  no  wish  to  enter  the  lists 
wim  on  old  man  upwards  of  80  years  of  age.  I  bare  great  sympathy 
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with  old  age,  os  much  oa  anybody  bo^  and  I  should  be  very  glad  to  | 
see  Lord  Palmerston  spend  several  quiet  and  pleasant  years  in  that  I 
retirement  for  wbiub  I  think  be  is  eminently  fitted.  But  ikort  is 
another  ssetion  of  the  Cabinet  to  which  we  owe  the  various  excellent  mea¬ 
sures  which  have  been  described  to  you,  and  mjf  sjfmpathies  go  with  that 
section,  I find  every  Session  that  it  is  more  powerful  m  the  Cabinet,  and, 

I  believe,  in  the  House.  J  dare  say  it  may  soon  be  powerful  enough  to 
become  the  whole  Cabinet.  We  may  then  have  a  better  Government  than 
toe  have  had  for  many  years.  I  must,  however,  say,  without  offence, 
that  the  party  whom  1  suppose  my  friend  who  put  the  question  repre¬ 
sents,  tbe  Conservatives,  are  a  party  that  apparently  ntbody  wUl  have. 
As  for  os  we  oon  learn — 1  may  quote  on  observation  Lord  Derby  > 
made,  I  dare  say  very  cleverly,  I  will  not  say  offensively,  in  speaking  ! 
of  me — we  have  no  cause  for  thinking  that  the  Queen  wishes  to  have  I 
them.  It  is  ^uite  obvious  that  the  lost  House  of  Commons,  although  , 
elected  at  their  call,  would  not  have  them  ;  and,  I  suspect,  when  this 
election  is  over,  it  will  be  proved  conclusively  that  the  country  will  i 
not  have  them.  I  undertake  to  eay  that  if  there  woe  a  fair  represents- 1 
tion  of  the  people,  if  every  constituency  woe  large  enough  not  to  be  { 
either  bribed,  cajoled,  or  coerced,  that  great  party  oa  it  is  represented 
to  be  would  shrink  up  to  such  small  dimensions  that  very  few  benches  , 
in  the  House  of  Commoxu  would  seat  the  whole  of  them.  j 

The  people  have,  indeed,  no  confidence  in  the  party 
which  has  nothing  for  them  but,  as  Mr  Gladstone  has 
admirably  defined  it,  distrust  regulated  only  by  fear. 

At  Le^s  Lord  Amberley  showed  that  the  work  of  reli¬ 
gious  equality  is  not  yet  complete,  and,  notwithstanding 
his  temporary  defeat,  we  heartily  hope  he  will  yet  be 
enabled  to  apply  himself  to  finishing  what  his  father  began, 
beset  with  difficulties  hardly  now  to  be  imagined.  But  | 
the  spirit  of  vulgar,  ruffianly  bigotry  is  not  departed,  and  I 
a  fair  remnant  of  it  is  to  be  seen  at  Lewes,  where  the 
roughs  used  to  insist  on  showing  their  zeal  on  the  5th 
November  by  rolling  blazing  tar  barrels  down  the  hill,  to 
the  terror  of  the  inhabitants.  Serious  riots  followed  the 
attempt  to  check  this  fiery  exhibition  of  Protestant  zeal. 
But  the  place  remains  one  of  the  most  backward,  bigoted, 
and  ruffianly  in  the  whole  country.  Here  is  the  account 
of  the  nomination : 

During  the  delivery  of  tbe  various  speeches  rotten  eggs,  bags  of 
fiour,  of  soot,  and  of  red  brickdust  fell  in  showers  upon  those  in  front 
and  within  the  hustings,  covering  them  with  a  most  disgusting  and 
evil-smelling  mixture.  Three  times  during  the  course  of  tbe  pro¬ 
ceedings  all  except  tbe  candidates  and  their  immediate  supporters 
were  driven  off  tbe  hustings  by  the  severity  of  the  storm,  and  were 
compelled  to  seek  for  shelter  in  the  Townhall.  As  many  times  did 
the  unhappy  beadle,  an  unfortunately  conspicuous  mark,  posted  os 
he  was  in  the  centre  of  tbe  front  rank,  ring  bis  bell,  and  cause  a 
shout  of  derision  by  pompously  commanding  silence,  and  os  often  did 
the  returning  officer  threaten  to  adjourn  the  proceedings  to  tbe  Town- 
hall  if  the  gentlemen  electors  ”  did  not  mend  their  manners. 
Every  now  and  again  tbe  mob  disagreed  on  some  abstruse  political 
theory,  and  determined  to  settle  tbe  question  by  tbe  force  of  arms. 
After  fifteen  or  twenty  couples  bad  enjoyed  what  may  be  called  a 
*<  hugging "  fight  for  a  few  minutes  peace  would  be  temporarily 
rector^,  and  tbe  late  oombatonts,  whose  bruised  and  bleeding  features 
testified  to  the  vigour  of  tbe  blows  they  had  received,  resumed  their 
stations  os  good-humouredly  os  though  nothing  unpleasant  had 
occurred.  When  a  few  ruffians  so  for  forgot  themselves  os  to  throw 
rotten  eggs  at  the  ladies  seated  on  the  balcony  of  the  hotel  opposite 
the  hustings  they  were  at  once  seized,  and  were  rather  roughly 
assisted  on  their  way  home. 

Mr  Brand  spoke  under  showers  of  rotten  eggs,  that 
being  the  sort  of  argument  in  which  these  wretched  tools 
of  zealots  indulge.  And  certainly  a  stinking  egg  is  no  bad 
type  of  tbe  cause.  We  have  said  that  no  one  has  ventured 
to  follow  Mr  Disraeli’s  lead  of  the  Church  in  Danger,  but 
we  were  wrong;  a  wiseacre,  called  Sir  A.  Slade,  has  taken 
up  tbe  cry  in  this  temperate  strain  : 

Sir  A.  Slade  appealed  to  tbe  electors  to  elect  as  tbsir  representatives 
those  who  would  maintain  the  Church  and  the  institutions  of  the 
country.  It  was  time  that  the  electors  of  the  borough  of  Lewes 
should  determine  to  be  represented  by  independent  members,  and  not 
by  those  who  were  paid  servants  of  tbe  Government,  and  who  were, 
therefore,  bound  to  vote  with  the  Ministry  on  all  subjects,  whatever 
their  own  opinions  might  be.  He  had  been  a  long  time  in  Parlia¬ 
ment,  and  Ae  believed  in  his  heart  that  the  Whigs  were  the  greatest 
enemies  the  country  ever  had.  He  believed  they  would  destroy  the  Con¬ 
stitution  which  had  been  handed  down  to  them  by  their  Jorefathers. 
Holding  that  belief,  he  felt  it  to  be  bis  duty  to  oppose  them. 

A  WroDghead  so  egregious  in  his  folly  as  this  is  a 
curiosity.  His  nonsense  proceeding  from  an  addled  head 
provoked  no  rotten  eggs,  for  it  would  have  been  sending 
coals  to  Newcastle  to  shy  those  missiles  at  a  kindred  block. 

At  Tamworth  Sir  Robert  Peel  made  a  spirited,  clever 
speech.  He  bravely  and  manfully  defended  his  vote  upon 
the  motion  against  Lord  Westbury  as  follows— 

I  believed  that  a  gross  scandal  had  been  committed.  I  believed, 
and  still  believe,  that  it  was  a  great  misfortune  that  in  a  high  office 
of  State  there  should  have  been  irregularities  which  refiected  upon  | 
its  honour  and  consideration,  but  I  refused  to  give  the  Lord  Chan-  | 
oellor  a  kick  when  be  was  down.  There  was  a  man  who  bos  himself . 
dons  nothing  dishonourable,  who  bad  been  acquitted  by  a  committee  ' 
of  the  House  of  Commons,  and  whom  the  opinion  of  the  county — 
certainly  tbe  opinion  of  Parliament — declared  to  be  incapable  of  doing  I 
an  ignoble  act,  and  for  that  reason,  and  that  reason  alone,  I  declined, 
when  be  was  weighed  down  by  his  domestic  misfortunes,  by  the 
calamities  which  bad  been  brought  upon  him  by  his  own  family,  to 
give  him  a  kick  while  he  was  upon  tbe  ground. 

He  also  did  credit  to  the  conduct  of  the  foreign  policy, 
keeping  us  out  of  war  in  the  circumstances  in  which  the 
slightest  slip  would  have  involved  us  in  that  calamity. 
He  referred  to  the  great  benefits  of  tbe  Union  Chargeability  ; 
Act  and  the  new  law  of  partnership ;  and  with  respect  to  ' 
the  malt-tax  he  spoke  as  explicitly  as  he  had  done  on  the  < 
other  questions  made  a  subject  of  party  clamour — 
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The  other  day  I  voted  against  the  abolition  of  the  malt-tax. 
Observe  what  would  be  tbe  effect  of  such  a  measure.  We  raise 
about  20,000,000/.  annually  by  means  of  taxes  upon  oloobolio  drinks, 
and  of  this  about  6,000,000/.  is  obtained  from  malt.  How,  then, 
could  we  abolish  the  tax  upon  malt  and  leave  other  industries  of  a 
similar  nature  burdened  with  taxation  to  the  extent  of  14,000,0004 
Tbe  course  pursued  by  tbe  Government  was  in  my  opinion  far  wiser, 
more  generous,  and  more  just.  They  reduced  the  income-tax  and 
lower^  the  duties  upon  tea,  sugar,  and  fire  insurances,  and  thus 
spread  over  all  classes  of  the  community  benefits  immensely  larger 
than  any  that  could  result  from  tbe  abolition  of  the  mslt-tox.  I  do 
not  believe  that  if  that  tax  was  abolished  the  poor  man’s  beer  would 
cost  half  a  farthing  less  per  pot  than  it  does  at  tbe  present  moment. 
Perhaps,  although  I  do  not  think  it  likely — perhaps  its  abolition  might 
produce  some  uight  advsntam  to  tbe  agriculturists ;  but  I  believe 
that  the  main  results  would  flow  into  tbe  pockets  of  our  wealthy 
friends  in  a  neighbouring  town  who  are  rearing  such  gigantic  edifices 
out  of  the  profits  of  brewing.  Look  to  yourselves,  therefore,  and 
accept  the  remission  of  those  taxes  which  really  do  affect  the  great 
moss  of  tbe  people,  and  leave  the  brewers  to  give  us  the  best  beer 
that  they  con  at  tbe  cheapest  price. 


DORMANT  VOTES. 

Ia  many  of  our  coDstituenoies  the  number  of  votes  polled 
duriag  this  year’s  general  election  has  been  unusually 
’  large,  and  the  increase  is  only  now  and  then  proportioned 
I  to  a  natural  increase  of  voting  population.  In  some  of  our 
I  most  populous  districts  many  voters — as  three  thousand  in 
;  South  Lancashire — have  been  struck  from  the  registers. 
But  in  those  places  where  the  battle  of  the  registers  has 
been  most  actively  fought,  the  more  decisive  battle  of  the 
polling  booths  is  being  fought  also  with  an  unwonted 
energy.  Sometimes  it  is  the  candidature  of  some  conspi¬ 
cuously  fit  and  able  man  that  has  roused  a  vote,  long 
dormant,  into  life.  Sometimes  it  is  the  increased  political 
intelligence,  and  the  greater  disposition  to  bestow  a  vote 
on  the  affirming  of  a  broad,  general  principle  in  Eoglish 
politics  than  on  the  sustaining  of  a  narrow  party  cry. 
Sometimes  it  is  the  nearly  even  strength  of  the  two  oppo¬ 
site  camps  that  has  caus^  on  either  side  more  strenuous 
exertion  to  secure  the  victory,  by  all  fair  means  and  some 
foul  ones. 

Many  of  these  causes  combined  at  Westminster  to  rouse 
into  life  votes  hitherto  dormant.  The  Tory  effort  was  so 
strenuous,  and  so  much  money  was  spent  in  the  endeavour  to 
bring  up  every  available  elector,  that  a  victory  was  looked 
for  confidently  by  the  Tories,  and  no  man  could  say  with¬ 
out  hesitation  that  their  confidence  was  vain.  With  all 
the  intellectual  eminence  of  Mr  Mill,  the  wealth  and 
influence  of  the  Grosvenors,  and  the  most  lavish  exercise 
of  pothouse  influence  by  some  supporters  of  the  Tory 
candidate, — whose  own  expenditure  on  the  election  is  said 
not  to  have  exceeded  fifteen  hundred  pounds,  but  who  may 
have  much  more  to  pay  if  his  political  friends  prove 
defaulters— only  a  thousand  new  votes  were  brought  into 
exercise ; — eight  thousand  instead  of  seven  thousand  men 
having  in  this  contest  been  got  to  tbe  poll.  But  there  yet 
remained  some  five  thousand  electors  of  whom  no  candidate 
could  tell  whether  their  votes  would  continue  in  the  usual 
state  of  hybernation,  or,  if  any,  how  many  would  wake  up 
and  come  to  light.  It  is  that  dormant  mass  of  voting 
power  in  almost  every  constituency  which  defies  the  nicest 
calculation  of  electioneering  agents.  Some  of  it  is  roused 
into  life  by  a  good  cause,  visible  need  of  exertion,  or  the 
candidature  of  a  man  specially  wortli  having  as  a  repre¬ 
sentative  ;  and  to  action  from  this  dormant  mass  we  owe, 
in  part,  the  return  of  men  like  Mr  Mill,  or  Mr  Thomas 
Hughes,  or  Mr  Torrens,  or  Professor  Fawcett,  or  Mr 
Layard  when,  on  a  former  occasion,  he  fought  for  his 
seat  in  Southwark  against  a  strong  and  energetic  money- 
power,  and  was  returned  though  his  expenditure  had  been 
only  a  third  of  that  of  his  antagonist.  The  best  of  the 
new  men  elected  this  week  by  our  greatest  constituencies 
have  done  all  that  was  possible  to  keep  their  hands  clean 
and  their  pockets  buttoned.  On  the  part  of  Mr  Mill 
there  were  no  parliamentary  agencies,  and  the  main  work 
was  entirely  volunteer.  Yet  by  the  encouragement  of 
subscriptions  the  Committee  went  into  the  old  courses, 
and  incurred  an  expenditure  reported  to  be  of  nearly 
two  thousand  pounds.  We  believe  that  some  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  are  now  convinced  that  the  coalition,  so  repugnant 
to  the  original  principles  on  which  they  start^,  was 
unnecessary  to  ensure  the  return  of  Mr  Mill.  They  would 
have  made  tbe  strength  of  his  principle  tbe  more  con¬ 
spicuous  by  the  entire  absence  of  the  common  means  of 
influence.  Except  indeed  the  three  great  meetings,  the 
expenses  of  which  may  have  been  some  fifty  pounds 
apiece,  which  served  to  show  that  Mr  Mill’s  ability  as  a 
speaker  for  an  ordinary  legislative  assembly  bears  an 
adequate  proportion  to  his  power  as  a  writer. 

Improbable  as  it  may  appear,  we  are  assured  that  Cap¬ 
tain  Grosvenor  derived  the  main  advantage  from  the  coali¬ 
tion,  and  that  but  for  it  Mr  Mill  would  have  been  at  the 
head  of  the  poll,  by  the  larger  number  who  would  have 
plumped  for  bim,  but  whose  split  votes  helped  tbe  Captain 
on.  Indeed  some  thirty  Grosvenor  votes,  which  at  the 
close  of  the  poll  were  contrary  to  the  promise,  were  given 
as  plumpers,  and  obtained  for  him  the  lead. 
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be  put  upoa  her  trial  for  her  part  aa  an  aooomplice.  Her 
eridence,  it  wiH  be  rwiembei^,  wai  Tery  honestly  given 
on  the  whole,  aotwithalandiig  some  natural  reluctance  to 
disclose  tho  expectations  sha  had  been  taught  to  entertain ; 
and  it  is  quite  possibla  that  she  was  an  unconscious  tool 
of  her  ▼iUanons  master,  who  had  no  motive  for  taking  her 
into  his  con&dence,  but  the  contrary.  Ignorant  of  what 
she  was  eillsotiog,  she  was  more  likely  to  act  her  part  so 
u  to  bring  herself  under  suspicion.

The  next  great  electoral  success  wss  that  of  Mr  Thomas 
Hughes  in  Lambeth.  He  had  withdiawn  finom  a  eontMt 
in  Finsbury  avowedly  on  the  ground  of  the  socoessive 
expense  which  a  contest  in  that  borough  would  involve ; 
and  it  is  understood  that  ha  only  oomj^ied  with  the  requi* 
siti<2n  to  stand  for  Lambeth  on  the  stipulation  ^at  his 
expenses  should,  by  voluntary  and  unpaid  exertions,  be 
kept  within  a  few  hundred  pounds.  He  owed  election  to 
his  fitness,  shown  by  life*loog  earnest  adrocacy  of  political 
views  that  looked  chiefly  to  the  well-being  of  the  working 
classes.  But  here  the  dormant  votes  were  even  more 
numerous  than  in  Westminster,  for  of  twenty-five  thousand 
electors  less  than  eleven  thousand  voted. 

In  Finsburv,  where  the  intelleotnal  candidate,  Mr 
Torrens,  polled  the  largest  number  of  votes  ever  given  by 
a  metrop^itan  constituency  to  one  man,  and  was  numeri¬ 
cally  at  the  head  of  all  the  polls,  half  the  number  of  electors, 
or  twelve  out  of  the  twenty-four  thousand,  let  their  votes 
sleep  on.  In  Marylebone  also  there  was  as  large  a  dormant 
voting  power. 

Now  how  was  this?  It  is  a  matter  worthy  inquiry. 
What  classes  of  electors  were  they  who  abstained  from 
voting,  and  for  what  reasons  ?  So  far  as  is  known,  they

SOUTH  LANCASHIBE  ELECTION. 

Among  the  contests  for  next  week  is  a  notable  one  iu 
South  Lancashire  for  the  recovery  of  three  seats  firom  the 
Tories.  On  the  part  of  the  Liberals  in  that  constituency 
there  have  been  put  forward  the  Ohancellor  of  the  Exche¬ 
quer,  who  is  a  liverpool  man,  the  son  of  one  Liverpool 
merchant  and  the  brother  of  another ;  Mr  James  Hey  wood, 
who  has  represented  for  ten  years  the  northern  division  of 
the  county;  and  Mr  Henry  Yates  Thompson,  a  young 
Liverpool  man,  who  at  Harrow  proved  his  ability  and  work¬ 
ing  power  by  becoming  captain  of  the  school,  who  at  Cam* 
bridge  took  the  highest  honours,  and  who,  as  the  son  of  a 
wealthy  banker,  is  as  free  as  he  is  willing  to  spend,  if  he 
may,  the  rest  of  his  working  life  in  public  service.  Know¬ 
ing  as  little  aa  most  prophets,  we  may  say  that  Mr  Glad¬ 
stone’s  return  for  South  Lancashire  is  sure,  and  that,  as 
far  as  Mr  Gladstone  personally  is  oonoemed,  we  should  be 
glad  to  see  the  bigoted  part  of  the  University  of  Oxford 
discrediting  itself  by  his  rejection.

'In  this  way,  he  alleges,  in  the 
election  of  guardians,  eighty  per  cent,  or  more  of  votes  are 
collected  on  occasions  of  fierce  party  contest  for  a  local 
office.  We  believe,  however,  as  we  have  said,  that  the 
ballot  would  give  the  greatest  relief  from  the  unreasonable 
demands  for  "  the  heroic  virtues.”  The  larger  the  consti¬ 
tuencies,  however,  the  more  each  man  is  apt  to  underrate 
the  value  to  a  public  cause  of  any  private  saorifioes  he  may 
make  in  giving  his  individual  vote.  To  himself  he  says 
that  his  day’s  work  is  of  the  first  importance,  whilst  to  the 
cause  of  twenty-four  thousand  his  unit  of  a  vote  can  only 
by  an  improbable  chance  become  valuable.  This  reasoning 
probably  prevails  with  thousands. 

But  whatever  may  be  the  elements  which  operate  to  the 
maintenance  of  such  large  masses  of  dormant  votes,  it  will 
be  agreed  that  they  ought  to  be  dispassionately  investi¬ 
gated,  aa  their  part  in  the  lowering  of  the  general  quality 
of  the  representation  of  the  country  is  undoubtedly 
pernicious.  It  might  even  be  considered  whether  there  is 
not  a  degree  of  negligence  that  should  entail  a  formal  can- 
celment  of  the  voting  power  virtually  cancelled  by  its 
nominal  possessor.  In  the  Greek  republics  the  perform¬ 
ance  of  the  public  duty,  by  attendance  to  vote,  was  enforced. 
In  some  of  the  Swiss  cantons  thev  take  the  votes  on  Sunday 
at  their  churches,  that  the  daily  avocations  may  not  b« 
interfered  with,  and  look  up  the  electors  in  the  churches 
until  they  have  done  their  duty.

THE  COMING  PABUAMENT. 

Sir, —I  can  hare  no  wiih  to  depreciate  the  benefit#  which 
hare  been  conferred  npon  this  country  by  the  legislation  of 
the  last  fire-and-thirty  years.  With  a  feeling  of  thankful* 
nets  and  satisfaction  not  less  intense  (I  hope)  than  that  of 
the  Edinburgh  Keviewer,  I  acknowledge  the  debt  which  the 
nation  owes  to  that  great  party  which  has  been  eager  to  make 
all  necessary  concessions  before  they  were  wrenched  from 
them  by  force,  and  which  has  been  content  to  carry  out  the 
reforms  which  Conserratires  first  resist  to  the  uttermost,  and 
then,  after  these  reforms  have  become  law,  claim  as  their  own. 
Whether  they  be  called  Whigs  or  Liberals,  a  majority  of  the 
House  of  Commons  has  during  the  present  generation  deter¬ 
mined  for  the  first  time  that  the  principles  of  political 
economy  shall  have  fair  play,  and  that  the  government  of  the 
people  by  themselves  snail  be  a  reality,  and  not  a  sham. 
These  two  resolutions  involve  (it  may  fairly  be  said)  all 
benefits ;  and  there  is  little  reason  to  doubt  that  their  main¬ 
tenance  will  at  no  distant  day  secure  for  the  nation  all  those 
improvements  in  legislation  which  it  has  from  time  to  time 
demanded,  and  which  are  still  needed  to  give  full  scope  to  its 
powers. 

But  even  among  the  Liberal  party  there  lingers  to  this 
day  too  much  of  that  inveterate  vice  of  Conservatives,  which 
romses  to  remedy  an  acknowledged  evil  until  it  becomes 
manifest  that  the  remedy  can  no  longer  be  withheld  without 
danger. 

Let  us  take  the  instance  of  capital  punishment.  All  our 
legislators,  and  in  fact  all  men,  know  perfectly  well  that 
the  retention  of  death  penalties  can  be  upheld  on  two 
grounds  only,  (1)  that  of  expediency,  and  (2)  that  of  Divine 
authority.  Some  few  throughout  the  country,  perhaps  one 
or  two  m  the  House  of  Commons,  may  still  be  found  to 
talk  nonsense  about  Noah  ;  but  no  one  seriously  thinks  now- 
a-days  that  this  part  of  the  question  is  still  a  fair  subject  for 
discussion.  Every  one  feels,  and  almost  all  admit,  that  there 
is  no  such  Divine  command,  and  that  there  can  be  none  such  ; 
but  how  many  are  now  found  to  uphold  the  punishment  on 
the  sole  remaining  ground  of  exp^iency?  Volume  after 
volume  is  issued  to  show  how  inenectual  the  penalty  is  as  a 
preventive  of  crime,  and  that  it  is  worse  than  worthless  in 
tbe  way  of  retaliation.  But  more  significant  than  these  set 
treatises  is  the  growing  disgust  and  impatience  which  shows 
itself  in  the  conversation  of  men,  and  finds  utterance  in  news¬ 
papers  and  journals,  and  against  which  we  can  bring  nothing 
more  than  some  stray  Ix^k  written  by  a  true  Conservative 
who  clings  desperately  to  the  fallacies  which  Diodotus  long 
ago  laid  bare  at  Athens.  The  Athenceum  in  its  current 
number  tells  us  that  "  Sooner  or  later  British  law  will  cease 
to  take  life  from  even  the  worst  of  convicted  criminals  ;  and 
sooner  or  later  the  day  will  come  when  Englishmen  will 
regard  our  use  of  the  rope  and  the  gallows  just  as  we  regard 
the  use  of  torture  by  which  our  ancestors  wrung  false  confes¬ 
sions  from  wretched  victims.”  But  if  this  be  so,  then  every 
day  that  such  a  statute  is  retained  is  a  day  of  disgrace  for  all 
who  do  not  raise  their  voice  for  its  instant  remov^.  T^ere, 
then,  is  the  courage  of  men  who  glory  in  the  name  of  £e- 
formers  and  Liberals,  and  who  yet  shrink  from  uttering,  in 
their  place  in  Parliament,  the  convictions  which  they  have 
deliberately  formed  P  Lord  Bussell  certainly  has  not  a  repu¬ 
tation  for  any  furious  and  ungovernable  zeal ;  but  disposed 
as  he  may  be  to  rest  contented  with  work  done  long  a^o,  on 
the  question  of  capital  punishment  he  speaks  in  no  ambiguous 
terms.  Looking  at  it  in  all  possible  aspects,  he  comes  *'  to  the 
conclusion  that  nothing  would  be  lost  to  justice,  nothing  lost 
in  the  ["  nervation  of  innocent  life,  if  the  punishment  of 
death  were  altogether  abolished.”  ('  English  Government,’ 
page  Ixv.)  But  if  nothing  would  be  lost  by  its  idiolition, 
then  not  a  little  would  be  gained.  All  that  shrinking  from 
fatal  verdicts,  all  those  subtle  theories  of  sanity  and  insanity, 
all  that  questioning  of  evidence,  all  that  involuntary  sym¬ 
pathy  with  criminms,  all  that  abhorrence  of  disgusting  and 
demoralizing  exhibitions,  which  impels  men  to  do  almost 
anything  rather  than  enforce  a  revolting  penalty,  would  at 
once  diMppear.  Evidence  for  murder  would  be  reviewed  as 
dispassionately  as  evidence  for  any  other  crime,  and  the 
punishment  would  be  inflicted  without  a  profit  or  a  murmur 
on  the  part  of  the  people.  I  do  not  say  that  even  then  all 
persons  convicted  of  murder  should  be  regarded  as  utterly 
removed  beyond  reach  of  compassion,  for  the  low  and  cowardly 
idea  of  retaliation  is  still  kept  alive  and  fed  by  a  traditional 
theology  which  once  filled  the  earth  with  blood,  and  which, 
if  it  could  but  get  the  upper  hand,  would  do  so  again : 
but  I  do  say  that  the  abolition  of  this  penalty  would 
enable  us  to  enter  a  little  more  into  the  nature  of  that 
Divine  Justice  which  punishes  only  to  amend,  and  to 
which  punishment,  as  such,  can  not  be  a  satisfaction. 
Here,  then,  we  have  a  question  on  which  it  is  the  bounden 
duty  of  Liberal  members  at  once  and  openly  to  speak  out ; 
and  their  convictions  should  be  quickened  by  the  tnought  of 
that  most  appal  ling  of  all  dreadful  subjects, — the  past  iniqui¬ 
ties  of  human  legislation.  Sorrow  and  humiliation,  the  most 
profound  disgust,  and  an  utter  execration  of  all  cruelty,  can 
never  wipe  out,  can  never  atone,  for  that  inconceivable  sum 
of  human  anguish  which  has  been  inflicted  by  inordinate 
penalties.  11  the  life  of  a  criminal  like  Dr  Dodd  w’ould  now 
be  safe,  w^hat  are  we  to  say  of  the  child,  who,  on  the  same 
gallows  with  that  grey-headed  forger,  was  snatched  from  his 
father’s  arms  because  he  had  stolen  a  sheep  P  What  are  we 
to  say  of  a  mother  hanged  for  taking  bread  wherewith  to 
feed  her  starving  children,  because  the  husband  who  should 
have  earned  their  maintenance  had  been  impressed  into  the 
naval  service  of  his  Maje&ly  P  These  are  things  far  too  deep 
for  words  or  tears ;  and  to  those  who  think  seriously  on  them 
one  comfort  alone  remains,  that  all  the  victims  of  human  law 
(and  their  name  is  indeed  Legion)  have  gone  into  the  hands 
of  a  Father  whoso  Mercy  and  Love  are  over  all  his  works. 
For  those  who  do  not  believe  m  this  Mercy,  and  this  uncon¬ 
querable  Love,  what  remains,  as  they  think  on  these  things, 
but  to  curse  God  and  die  P  But  Englishmen,  as  a  nation,  do 
believe  in  this  Mercy  and  Love,  and  not  long  hence  they  will 
act  more  on  this  belief ;  but  meanwhile  it  is  ha^  to  convince 
ourselves  that  on  the  subject  of  capital  punishment  the 
Liberal  party  are  doing  their  duty.  It  will  not  redound  to 
their  honour  if  they  fail  to  do  so  in  the  coining  Parliament. 


We  may  take  another  subject  on  which  firom  time  to  tune 
a  little  is  said  but  nothing  is  done,  because  the  Cler^,  and 
those  who  think  and  speak  simply  as  the  Clergy^  bid  them, 
stand  in  the  way.  Every  one  knows  that  the  available  force 
of  our  army  and  navy  is  sensibly  reduced,  because  our  legis¬ 
lators  are  afraid  of  interfering  with  the  working  of  a  vice 
which  in  other  countries  is  put  under  police  regulation.  Here, 
however,  bishops  and  priests  brin^  up  texts  ot  Scripture,  and 
allow  diseases  which  eat  out  the  lives  of  thousands  to  spread 
without  let  or  hindrance,  while  all  they  can  say  is  that  it 
must  be  right  to  suffer  these  things,  because  to  exercise  any 
control  over  prostitution  is  simply  to  become  partakers  in  its 
guilt.  Surely  Uie  time  has  come  when  Liberal  members 
should  no  longer  be  contented  with  talking  about  crying  evils 
like  these. 

So  again,  with  the  extension  of  the  franchise,  I  believe  I 
run  right  in  saying  that  suggestions  have  been  approved  by 
members  who  have  not  come  forward  to  make  them  in  tbe 
House.  We  have,  it  is  true,  elaborate  schemes  to  represent 
minorities  ;  but  why  has  the  appointment  of  an  annual  pay¬ 
ment  of  money  for  a  vote  not  been  discussed  in  Parliament  P 
What  reasons  are  to  be  urged  against  a  measure  to  enact  that 
none  shall  have  a  vote  unless  they  pay  to  the  Government 
one  pound  annually, — the  vote  to  be  exercised  after  three 
such  payments,  and  this  simple  arrangement  to  supersede 
all  existing  qualifications  P  It  can  scarcely  tell  agamst  the 
measure  that  it  would  bring  in  a  large  and  certmn  revenue, 
while  to  those  who  scrupled  at  the  payment,  it  might  fairly  be 
said  that  they  who  stickle  at  such  a  condition  are  not  worthy 
of  the  franchise  at  all. 

Another  instance  of  remissness  on  the  part  of  Liberal 
members  has  been  exhibited  by  the  Clerical  Subscription 
Bill.  They  were  warned  that  the  substitution  of  the  phrase 
Word  of  Ood  for  the  usual  formula  Holy  Scripture  was  a 
grave  defect,  which  would  probably  cause  much  futime  mis¬ 
chief  :  many  have  admitted  the  validity  of  the  objection,  not 
one  bjM  hadf  the  courage  to  come  forward  and  urge  it  himself. 
The  truth  is,  that  they  do  not  fully  know  the  circumstances 
of  such  cases  ;  and  probably  the  House  of  Commons  never 
will  know  until  the  Clergy  can  be  admitted  into  Parliament, 
as  well  as  Jews  and  Boman  Catholics,  It  may  suit  the 
Spectator  to  indulge  in  pleasant  jests  about  the  “  vapid 
vehemence  of  political  sermons  ;  ”  but  the  House  of  Commons 
need  fear  no  such  inflictions,  and  to  8aj[  that  the  Clergy  are 
represented  in  Convocation  is  simply  ridiculous.  Few  con¬ 
stituencies,  we  may  feel  sure,  are  liicely  to  elect  Dr  Pusey  or 
Archdeacon  Denison.  I  am,  Ac.,

AUSTBALIAN  EXPLOBEBS. 

Sir, — I  have  just  taken  up  the  second  volume  of  Mr 
Woods’s  ‘  History  of  the  Discovery  and  Exploration  of  Aus¬ 
tralia,’  and  feel  constrained,  on  the  perusal  of  its  opening  pages, 
to  make  some  slight  comment  on  it,  though  I  do  not  presume, 
on  so  cursory  a  glance,  to  handle  the  matter  critically  beyond 
that  portion  which  has  occasioned  a  certain  amount  of  shock 
to  my  bump  of  veneration,  which  is  ever  active  toward  our 
old  navigators.  But  as  the  mail  closes  to-day  I  must  be  brief. 

The  first  volume  evidently  treats  of  the  earliest  disco¬ 
veries,  and  includes  the  examination  of  the  coasts  by  Cook, 
Flinders,  Xing,  Ac.,  whose  labours  the  author  briefly  recapi¬ 
tulates  in  these  words  :  ”  The  old-fashioned  officers,  with 
large  retinues  of  convicts  dragging  an  absurd  amount  of  bag¬ 
gage  into  the  interior,  the  naval  officers,  and  the  marine  sur¬ 
veys  slowly  fade  from  view.  A  new  race  of  e^lorers  comes 
now  upon  the  field,  a  band  of  heroes,  such  as  *  Eyre,’  ^  Stuart,’ 
or  Burke.’  ”  No  one  who  has  any  acquaintance  with  explo¬ 
ration  in  any  terra  incognita  can  other  than  esteem  in  the 
highest  de^eethe  qualities  possessed  by  such  men  as  Eyre, 
Stuart,  Leichhardt,  Ac.,  including  Stuart’s  professional  father 
Sturt,  whom  Mr  Woods  would  rank  among  the  “  old-fashioned 
officers,”  who  are  now  to  be  eclipsed.  But  although,  by  the 
expression  of  such  an  opinion  m  this  colony,  I  should  be 
denounced  as  a  heretic  (as  I  once  was  for  presuming  to  con¬ 
tinue  my  slumbers  during  an  earthquake  in  Lima  while  the 
church  bells  rang  the  inhabitants  into  the  streets),  yet  I  am 
constrained  to  take  exception  to  the  name  of  the  ill-fated 
Burke  being  included  in  the  list  of  model  explorers.  When 
tbe  extent  of  equipment  with  which  former  expeditions  were 
attended  is  ridiculed  by  Mr  Woods  as  *'  an  absurd  amount 
of  baggage,”  does  he  suppose  that  poor  Burke  started  from 
Melbourne  with  such  a  kit  as  Sir  C.  Napier  was  content  with 
from  England  to  India  P  Those  who  witnessed  the  departure 
of  the  expedition  from  Melbourne  would  have  considered  it 
independent  of  any  external  resources,  not  only  for  the 
journey  to  Carpentaria,  but  also  for  a  leisure  traverse  of  new 
country  on  its  return.  So  confident  were  not  only  the  com¬ 
mittee  under  whose  auspices  the  party  went  forth,  but  also 
its  leader,  of  their  ample  supply  for  the  outward  as  well  as 
for  the  return  journey,  that  aproposition  for  a  small  expedi¬ 
tion  by  sea  to  co-operate  with  BurKe  on  his  arrival  in  Carpen- 
I  taria,  by  which  his  commissariat  might  have  been  replenisned, 

I  was  treated  both  by  the  committee  and  Burke  with  silent 
I  contempt.  The  shortcomings  of  the  stockman  Wright,  on  whom 
Burke  so  unfortunately  placed  so  much  reliance,  could  not 
have  been  the  occasion  of  the  small  advance  party  returning 
from  Carpentaria  in  a  starving  condition,— one  indeed,  poor 
Gray,  having  starved  before  he  reached  so  far.  Yet,  with  no 
lack  of  true  sympathy  for  the  fearful  sufferings  of  Burke  and 
his  companions,  I  do  not  think  any  other  community  than 
that  of  Victoria  could  have  been  found  who  would  have 
squandered  the  sums  it  has  in  the  erection  of  monuments, 
recovering  the  bones  of  the  unfortunate  travellers,  and  strain¬ 
ing  to  imitate  the  funeral  obsequies  of  Wellington.  But 
awopos  of  an  article  I  see  in  the  Examine  of  Ae  14th  of 
January  last,  “  How  to  get  honourable  mention,”  I  wonder, 
had  the  sailor  Charlie  Napier  taken  the  last  Baltic  Fleet 
under  the  walls  of  Cronstadt,  and  returned  with  only  a  dis¬ 
abled  gunboat  to  tell  tbe  tale,  would  he  have  been  raised  to 
the  Peerage,  or  have  fallen  as  ignominiously  as  did  that  noble 
ByngP 

The  old-fashioned  marine  surveyors,  though  they  fade  from 
view,  had  to  effect  a  breach  in  the  coral  fortifications,  which  had 
to  be  overcome  by  an  amount  of  peril  and  anxiety  of  which 
Mi^  Woods,  while  culling  from  voyages  and  travels  with  his 
I  slippers  on  before  a  cozy  fire,  has  little  idea,  before  the 
field  could  be  open  to  the  future  band  of  heroes..  Cook, 


Flinders,  and  Xing  were  not  under  the  special  patronam  of 
a  oolonud  committee  of  these  precious  times  of  universal  suf¬ 
frage,  but  were  content  to  do  their  work  with  a  little  less 
smoke.

AtcUanta  in  Calydon.  A  Tragedy.  By  Algernon  Charles 
Swinburne.  Mozon  and  Co. 

When  Lord  Macaulay  declared  that  all  versification  in 
a  foreign  language  was  but  a  sickly  exotic,  he  might 
justly  have  extended  his  censure  to  versification  in  foreign 
metres  or  after  foreign  forms. 

When  an  Englishman  sits  down  to  write  a  copy  of  Latin 
verses,  or  a  set  of  English  hexameters,  or  a  Greek  Tragedy 
in  English, — he  is  simply  accomplishing  an  ingenious 
task,  in  which  from  the  very  nature  of  things  he  can  but 
partially  succeed.  He  may  please  a  scholar  who  is 
reminded  more  or  less  vividly  of  the  great  originals  firom 
which  the  idea  is  taken.  He  may  interest  a  critic  by  the 
care  with  which  the  design  is  executed.  He  may  even 
gain  a  certain  sympathy  from  those  who  would  always 
applaud  a  four  de  force.  But  that  is  all.  However 
graceful  the  idea,  however  laborious  the  execution,  it  can 
never  be  popular;  and  there  is  a  certain  sense  of  pain 
created  exactly  in  proportion  as  high  gifts,  brilliant 
imagination,  and  gay  colouring  have  been  lavished  on  the 
work. 

The  poet  should  speak  to  the  heart  of  the  people, 
having  something  to  say  to  them,  which  no  one  else  can 
say ;  and  if  he  turn  from  them  for  the  admiration  of  the 
few,  it  is,  of  course,  only  the  few  who  will  appreciate  his 
genius  and  preserve  his  name. 

Utterly  mistaken  then  we  conceive  Mr.  Swinburne 
to  have  been  when  he  applied  his  remarkable  poetical 
powers  to  reproduce  in  English  the  tragic  forms  of  Greece. 
The  thoughts  of  Greece  are  not  our  thoughts,  nor  her  ways 
our  ways.  The  absolute  helplessness  of  man  as  he  lies  under 
the  lowering  clouds  of  Fate :  this  is  the  leading  thought  of 
her  tragedians,  and  nothing  can  be  more  alien  from  the  con¬ 
science  of  to-day.  Calvinism  and  necessarianism  are  both 
well-nigh  out  of  date,  and  neither  of  them  at  the  worst 
could  press  down  the  springs  of  hope  more  strongly  than 
did  the  old  Greek  Destiny. 

And  then  the  very  form  of  the  Greek  tragedy  is  remote 
firom  our  sympathies. 

There  are  the  slow-drawn  movement  of  the  drama,  the 
formal  grace  of  the  dialogue,  the  worldly  wisdom,  the  cold 
counsels,  the  imperfect  humanity  of  the  chorus.  Beautiful 
and  stately  as  the  Greek  tragedy  is  in  its  own  way,  we  could 
not,  and  we  should  not  care  to,  make  it  live  again. 

Mr  Swinburne’s  **  Atalanta  ”  is  almost  the  very  best 
among  the  attempts  to  reproduce  a  Greek  tragedy  in  English, 
and  is  certainly  unrivalled  since  the  ‘  Prometheus  Unbound  * 
of  Shelley.  The  story  is  admirably  adapted  for  the  purpose. 
Althaea,  the  mother,  who  had  plucked  from  the  burning 
the  brand,  on  the  preservation  of  which  her  son’s  life 
hangs, — Meleager,  the  son,  who,  with  Atalanta  and  his 
uncles  by  his  side,  would  hunt  down  the  wild  boar  in 
Calydon ; — and  then  the  slaying  of  the  boar, — the  uncles* 
ins^t  to  Atalanta, — their  death  by  tbe  hand  of  Meleager,— 
the  passionate  grief  of  Althaea,  who  fiings  into  the  fire  the 
fatal  brand, — and  the  slow  death  of  her  fated  son;  these 
are  the  substance  into  which  the  poet  has  to  put  the  breath 
of  life. 

Nor  is  the  treatment  of  the  story  much  inferior  to  the 
dramatic  interest  of  the  story  itself.  The  whole  play  is 
instinct  with  power  of  varied  kinds.  That  this  power  is 
occasionally  unchastened  and  exuberant  is  no  doubt  an 
astistio  blemish,  but  a  blemish  that  may  readily  be  for¬ 
given.  Except  indeed  in  parts  of  the  choruses,  the  precise 
and  regular  lines  of  Greek  art  do  not  allow  of  thick  trailing 
fancies  and  clustering  metaphors  to  hang  about  them. 
There  is  restraint  always,  and  a  certain  si^-oontrol,  and 
grave  repression ;  while  Mr  Swinhume  has  let  imagination 
here  and  there  run  riot,  and  take  its  own  wild  way.  But 
the  imagination  is  generally  of  so  high  an  order  that  we 
can  forgive  some  occasional  over-strained  or  discordant 
metaphor,  such  as 

Foam  in  reddening  flakes  and  flying  flowers 
Shaken  from  hands  and  blown  from  lips  of  nymphs. 

One  grave  error,  which  Mr  Swinburne  has  almost 
entirely  avoided,  is  the  use  of  thoughts  or  expressions 
which,  current  now,  would  be  out  of  place  in  a  tragedy  of 
Greece.  He  has,  with  rare  artistic  feeling,  let  scarcely  a 
trace  appear  of  modem  life.  The  poem  is  all  alive  with 
the  life  of  a  classic  past.  The  few  exceptions  we  have 
noted  are  only  worth  noting  for  the  sake  of  a  new  edition, 
which  we  doubt  not  is  forthcoming.  In  that  grand 
chorus — 

Before  the  beginning  of  years 
There  came  to  the  making  of  man, 

Time  with  a  gift  of  tears ; 

Grief  with  a  glass  that  ran. 

There  is  the  line 

In  the  houses  of  death  and  of  birth, 
which,  as  the  language  of  a  mediaeval  astrologer,  should 
have  been  omitted.  And  then  again,  <Hhe  gtUf  stream'* 
is  so  entirely  a  technicality  of  the  West,  that  we  cannot 
readily  allow  of  it  as  describing  an  eastern  current. 

But  lastly,  there  is  a  curious  use  of  the  word  **  **  in 

several  of  the  choruses,  which  jars  upon  the  reader  in  more 
ways  than  one.  .  It  is  in  no  way  an  adequate  rendering  of 
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the  dim  power  behind  the  great  godi  themselTei  which 
the  Greek  tragedians,  as  we  have  already  said,  so  fearfnlly 
recognised.  That  power  was  bat  Necessity,  or  Fate,  witti 
no  moral  attributes,  no  beneficence,  long-suffering,  or 
holiness,  and  no  one,  except,  perhaps,  the  *  Record  ’  (if  we 
may  judge  from  its  language  to  Mr  Mill),  would,  in  this 
country,  call  such  a  being,  if  being  it  be,  by  the  great 
Saxon  name  of  “  God.” 

And  now  our  criticism  of  this  noble  poem  is  over,  and 
we  must  find  room  for  some  few  passages  to  show  its 
beauty  and  its  strength. 

What  dramatic  force  there  is  in  this  lament  of  Althses, 
when  hOT  brothers  have  been  slain !  How  touching  the 
recognition  of  that  tenderest  relationship  of  brother  and 
sister,  which  art  has  made  too  little  of,  and  of  which, 
perhaps,  the  *  Antigone  ’  of  Sophocles  is  the  noblest  illus¬ 
tration  which  poetry  has  given  : 

Who  shall  get  brotbers  for  me  while  I  live  ? 

Who  bear  them?  who  bring  forth  in  lieu  of  these? 

Are  not  oar  fathers  and  our  brethren  one. 

And  no  man  like  them  ?  are  not  mine  here  slain  ? 

Have  we  not  hung  together,  he  and  I, 

Flowerwise  feeding  as  the  feeding  bees. 

With  mother<milk  for  hooey  ?  and  this  man  too, 

Dead,  with  my  son’s  spear  thrust  between  his  sides. 

Hsth  he  not  seen  us,  later  bom  than  he, 

Laugh  with  lips  filled,  and  laughed  again  for  love? 

There  were  no  sons  then  in  the  world,  nor  spears. 

Nor  deadly  births  of  women;  but  the  gods 
Allowed  us,  and  our  days  were  clear  of  those. 

I  would  I  had  died  unwedded,  and  brought  forth 
No  swords  to  vex  the  world ;  for  these  that  spake 
Sweet  words  long  since  and  loved  me  will  not  speak 
Nor  love  nor  look  upon  me ;  and  all  my  life 
I  shall  not  hear  nor  see  them  living  men. 

But  I  too  living,  how  shall  I  now  live  ? 

What  life  shall  this  be  with  my  son,  to  know 
What  hath  been  and  desire  what  will  not  be. 

Look  for  dead  eyes  and  listen  for  dead  lips. 

And  kill  mine  own  heart  with  remembering  them, 

And  with  those  eyes  that  see  their  slayer  alive 
Weep,  and  wring  hands  that  clasp  him  by  the  hand  ? 

How  shall  I  bear  my  dreams  of  them,  to  hear 
False  voioes,  feel  the  kisses  of  false  mouths 
And  footless  sound  of  perished  feet,  and  then 
Wake  and  hear  only  it  may  be  their  own  hounds 
Whine  masterless  in  miserable  sleep. 

And  see  tbeir  boar-spears  and  their  beds  and  seats 
And  all  the  gear  and  housings  of  their  lives 
And  not  the  men  ?  shall  hounds  and  horses  mourn, 

Pine  with  strange  eyes,  and  prick  up  hungry  ears. 

Famish  and  fail  at  heart  for  their  dear  lords, 

And  I  not  heed  at  all  ?  and  those  blind  things 
Fall  off  from  life  for  love’s  sake,  and  I  live  P 
Surely  some  death  is  better  than  roms  life. 

Better  one  death  for  him  and  these  and  me. 

But  more  popular  than  the  mere  dramatic  part  urill  be 
tome  of  the  choruses  of  the  “  Atalanta.”  The  melody  of 
them  is  perfect,  and  the  very  flavour  of  Hymettus  hangs 
around  them  all.  Take  these  lines  from  the  chorus : 

And  Pan  by  noon  and  Bacchus  by  night. 

Fleeter  of  foot  than  the  fleet-foot  kid, 

Follows  with  dancing  and  fills  with  delight 
The  Maenad  and  the  Bassarid ; 

And  soft  as  lips  that  laugh  and  hide 
The  laughing  leaves  of  the  trees  divide. 

And  serten  from  seeing  and  leave  in  sight 
The  god  pursuing,  the  maiden  hid. 

The  ivy  falls  with  the  Bacchanal’s  hair 
Over  her  eyebrows  hiding  her  eyes ; 

The  wild  vine  slipping  down  leaves  bare 
Her  bright  breast  shortening  into  sighs ; 

The  wild  vine  slips  with  the  weight  of  its  leaves, 

But  the  berried  ivy  catches  and  deaves 
To  the  limbs  that  glitter,  the  feet  that  scare 
The  wolf  that  follows,  the  fawn  that  flies. 

And  here  are  some  stanzas  from  the  concluding  chorus 
of  all,  when  the  end  has  come,  and  the  brand  and  Meleager 
are  dying  away  together.  The  actors  join  with  the  chorns 
in  alternate  stanzas,  and  each  stanza  rolls  in  with  a  long 
wave  of  sound,  which  seems  to  suggest  the  inevitable  tide 
of  sorrow,  which  engulfs  them  all.

Who  shall  give  back 
The  face  of  old  years. 

With  travail  made  black. 

Grown  grey  among  fears, 

Mother  of  sorrow,  mother  of  curaiug,  mother  of  tears  ? 

That  the  man,  who  possesses  imagination  and  melody  to 
write  such  a  poem  as  **  Atalanta”  has  two  of  the  poet's 
highest  gifts,  there  cannot  be  a  question.  That  he  can 
employ  them  to  better  purpose  than  in  ‘‘Atalanta”  we  are 
very  sure;  and  we  look  hopefully  forward  to  Mr  Swin¬ 
burne,  no  longer,  as  now,  known  but  by  a  narrow  circle, 
winning  way,  like  a  true  poet,  to  the  people’s  heart.

In  June,  1862,  Lord  Milton  and  Dr  Cheadle  left  Liver¬ 
pool  for  Quebec,  ‘*with  the  design  of  discovering  the 
**  most  direct  route  through  British  territory  to  the  gold 
**  regions  of  Cariboo,  and  exploring  the  unknown  country 
**  on  the  western  flank  of  the  Ri^ky  Mountains,  in  the 
”  neighbourhood  of  the  sources  of  the  north  branch  of  the 

Thompson  River.”  This,  they  considered,  must  be  the 
true  North-West  Passage  to  the  Indies,  and  they  resolved 
to  give  an  object  to  a  holiday  by  traversing  the  ground  for 
themselves,  and  so  clearing  away  many  theoretical  and 
practical  objections  made  to  the  project.  In  this  they  have, 
to  a  great  extent,  succeeded;  and  they  have  certainly 
succeeded  altogether  in  writing  a  very  entertaining  book 
about  the  comparatively  unknown  district  between  Canada 
and  British  Columbia. 

About  the  first  half  of  their  journey,  by  Toronto, 
Detroit,  Chicago,  and  Fort  Garry  to  Fort  Carlton,  often 
made  and  several  times  described  already,  since  they  are 
traversing  familiar  ground,  they  say  very  little.  Five- 
sixths  of  the  volume  are  given  to  the  narrative  of 
their  experiences  of  Indian  life  while  wintering  near 
White  Fish  Lake,  with  the  troublous  passage  of  the 
Rocky  Mountains  and  their  precincts  in  the  following 
summer.  The  Indians  of  the  Hudson’s  Bay  territory  are 
fully  and  vigorously  described.  “The  Indian,”  we  are 
told,  “is  constantly  engaged  in  hunting  to  supply  his 
“  family  with  food  ;  and,  when  that  is  scarce,  he  will  set 
“  out  without  any  provision  himself,  and  often  travel  from 
“  morning  to  night  for  days  before  he  finds  the  game  he 
“  seeks;  then,  loaded  with  meat,  he  toils  home  again,  and, 
“  whilst  the  plenty  lasts,  considers  himself  entitled  to 
“  complete  rest  after  his  exertions.”  Thus  his  life  is 
passed  in  an  alternation  of  oppressive  hunger  and  gross 
surfeiting,  toilsome  exertion  and  utter  idleness.  The 
women  and  children  have  more  occupations  evenly  dis¬ 
tributed  over  their  lives,  and  are  said  to  be  much 
better-conditioned  than  the  men.  “  Although  the  Indian 
“  squaws  and  children  are  kept  in  subjection,  and  the 
“  work  falls  principally  upon  them,  it  is  erroneous  to 
“  suppose  that  they  are  ill-treated,  or  that  the  women 
“  labour  harder  or  endure  greater  hardships  than  the  men.” 
Their  chief  sufferings  come  from  the  winter  periods  of 
starvation,  when  one  stock  of  flesh  is  used  up  and  they  are 
waiting  for  the  arrival  of  another.  Lord  Milton  gives,  in 
one  chapter,  a  melancholy  account  of  the  condition  of  great 
numbers  of  the  natives  round  about  their  camp  at  a  time 
when  game  was  scarce.  When  they  heard  that  the 
English  had  meat  to  give  away  they  hurried  round  them 
to  eat  all  they  could  get.  After  most  had  been  served  and 
dismissed, 

One  Indian  and  his  squaw  still  remained.  He  was  a  gigantic 
fellow,  of  more  than  six  feet  high,  and  the  bones  of  his  huge  frame 
stood  out  conspicuous  at  the  joints  and  angles,  and  the  muscles 
showed  distinct  in  his  gaunt  meagreness.  His  aspect  was  positively 
hideous.  His  large  nose  had  been  driven  perfectly  flat  upon  bis  face, 
over  one  eyeless  orbit  was  a  black  greasy  patch,  while  in  his  gums 
two  long  canine  teeth  alone  remained.  ‘He  bad  suffered  this  in  a 
flgbt  with  a  grisly  bear,  a  atroke  of  whose  paw  bad  torn  out  one  eye, 
smashed  in  his  nose,  and  knocked  out  his  teeth.  The  man  was  in 
what  seemed  a  hopeless  state  of  destitution.  He  had  gambled  away 
literally  every  single  thing  he  possessed,  with  the  exception  of  bis 
wife,  child,  and  a  miserable  dog.  A  few  ragged  pieces  of  blanket 
were  all  the  protection  they  bad  from  the  cold,  when  the  thermometer 
stood  at  25**  below  zero,  and  the  north  wind  blew  fiercely.  They 
possessed  not  a  mouthful  of  food,  nor  bad  the  man  any  gun, 
ammunition,  knife,  snow-shcres,  or  other  appliance  required  by  a 
hunter. 

For  two  days  this  fellow  remained  in  Cbeadle’s  camp,  eating  from 
morning  till  night.  His  toothless  gums  were  never  at  rest.  He 
consumed  not  only  all  they  gave  him,  but  quietly  annexed  ”  all  the 
offal  which  was  thawing  at  the  fire  for  the  dogs. 

When  the  party  started  homewards  two  days  afterwards,  they  left 
him  seated  by  the  fire  with  his  squaw,  perfectly  contented,  engaged 
in  cooking  the  buffalo’s  bead,  hir  only  provision.  There  seemed  every 
probability  that  he  would  be  starved  to  death,  either  by  cold  or 
hunger ;  but,  to  our  surprise,  he  made  bis  appearance  at  our  but  at 
the  end  of  the  winter,  hideous  and  gaunt  as  ever,  but  apparently  in 
his  usual  health  and  spirits. 

In  May,  1863,  the  travellers  left  their  winter  quarters 
and  worked  their  way  as  quickly  as  they  could — though 
slowly  enough,  from  the  nature  of  the  country— through 
trackless  woods,  over  unbridged  and  boatless  rivers, 
y>P  fugged  mountains,  most  fitly  named  the  Rocky, 
into  British  Columbia,  where  they  arrived  at  the  end  of 
August.  With  scanty  food,  and  few  appliances  for  effecting 
the  journey,  they  necessarily  endured  much  hardship  and 
suffered  man^  delays,  end  when  at  last  they  showed  them¬ 
selves  to  white  men,  they  were,  says  the  narrative,  “  as 
“  miserable  and  unprepossessing  a  company  as  ever  presented 
“  itMlf  for  approval ;  our  clothes  in  tatters,  the  legs  of 
“  Milton’s  trousers  torn  off  above  the  knees  ancl  Cheadle’s  in 
“  ribbons ;  our  feet  covered  only  by  the  shreds  of  mocassins ; 
“  our  faces  gaunt,  haggard,  and  unshaven ;  our  hair  long, 
“  unkempt,  and  matt^.” 

But  theib  is  no  reason  why  other  travellers  should 
experience  the  same  difficulties.  The  road,  if  it  can  be 
beaten  down  and  supplied  with  bridges  and  other  con¬ 
veniences  of  transit,  may  be  made  passable  and  pleasant. 


It  offers  abundant  facilities  for  traffic,  and,  in  good  part, 
runs  through  a  district  rich  in  rewards  for  both  the  hunter 
and  the  fanner.  “Millions  of  money  and  hundreds  of 
“  lives  have  been  lost,”  say  Lord  Milton  and  Dr  Cheadle, 
“  in  the  search  for  a  North-West  Passage  by  Sea.  Discovered 
“at  last,  it  has  proved  useless.  The  North-West  Passage 
“  by  Land  is  the  real  highway  to  the  Pacific ;  and  let  us 
“  hope  that,  as  our  countrymen  gained  the  glory  of  the 
“  former  brilliant  achievement,  valueless  to  commerce,  so 
“  they  may  be  the  first  to  establish  a  railway  across  the 
“continent  of  America,  and  reap  the  solid  advantages 
“which  the  realization  of  the  old  dream  has  failed  to 
“afford.” 

In  argument  for  that  undertaking  Mr  Macfie  is  as 
earnest  as  Viscount  Milton.  But  he  thinks,  very  reason¬ 
ably,  that  the  plan  of  railway  communication  must  be 
postponed  until  a  proper  footpath  has  been  constructed. 
That  can  be  done  at  small  expense ;  it  will  prove  a  much 
easier  passage  to  British  Columbia  than  those  now  generedly 
resorted  to ;  and  it  will  open  up  the  interior,  and  so  make  an 
expensive  railway  much  more  likely  to  be  profitable. 
There  are  gold-mines  inland  as  rich  as  those  near  the  sea¬ 
side;  and  there  are  vast  regions  of  fertile  country  only 
waiting  to  be  made  use  of  by  adventurers  too  steady-going 
to  be  attracted  by  the  glitter  of  gold.  “At  no  distant 
“  period,”  he  says,  “  the  resistless  influence  of  the  dis- 
“  coveries  east  and  west  of  the  Rocky  Mountains  in  British 
“  territory  will  tempt  emigrants  from  Europe  and  the 
“  Atlantic  provinces  westward ;  and  ere  many  years  pass 
“  over,  emigration  may  set  in  and  settlements  rise  up  on 
“  the  banks  of  the  streams  connecting  the  western  with 
“  the  eastern  parts  of  the  continent  at  a  rate  defying  all 
“  the  barriers  that  a  monopolizing  association  can  set  up, 
“  and  surpassing  the  expectations  of  the  most  sanguine.” 

The  writers  of  both  the  books  before  us  are  agreed  that 
some  such  passage  as  this  must  needs  succeed  in  the  end 
as  a  means  of  sure  and  rapid  communication  with  China 
and  Japan,  and  even  India  and  Australia,  and  that  it  is 
much  needed  for  the  proper  developmen  t  of  the  resources 
of  British  Columbia  and  Vancouver  Island. 

But  those  colonies  are  developing  rapidly  enough  as  it  is. 
The  revenue  of  Vancouver  Island  in  1862  was  24,000f. ; 
in  1863,  30,000/.,  and  in  1864,  38,0001.  The  revenue  of 
British  Columbia,  about  18,000/.  in  1859,  was  36,000/.  in 
1861,  and  66,0001.  in  1863.  The  wealth  of  British 
Columbia  lies  chiefly  in  its  mines  and  agricultural  resources. 
Vancouver  Island  is  rich  in  timber,  coal,  copper,  iron,  gold, 
and  fish.  Its  capital,  Victoria,  incorporated  in  1862, 
already  contains,  according  to  the  curious  statistics  given 
by  Mr  Macfie,  545  tradesmen  ;  among  them  39  grocers  and 
23  bakers,  13  merchants,  5  barristers,  and  4  bankers.  Of 
churches  there  are  only  two ;  but  these  Mr  Macfie  considers 
quite  as  many  as  the  townsmen  care  for,  notwithstanding 
the  urgent  claim  for  more  made  lately  by  the  Bishop  of 
Columbia. 

In  an  appeal  which  appeared  In  the  Timet  a  few  months  sin(M  in 
behalf  of  ‘  the  spread  of  the  Gospel  in  foreign  parts,’  signed  by  the 
Archbishops  of  Canterbury,  York,  Armagh,  and  Dublin,  there  are 
quotations  from  the  letters  of  colonial  bishops,  urging  the  necessity 
of  aid  being  granted  to  extend  tbeir  operations,  by  the  ‘  Society  for 
Propagating  the  Gospel.’  Among  the  claimants  for  assistance  from 
the  home  branch  of  the  Church  is  the  Bishop  of  Columbia.  Upon 
bis  position  in  this  appeal,  The  Britith  Colonist  (of  November  8, 18W} 
— the  leading  newspaper  in  these  colonies — makes  the  following 
uimadversion :  ‘The  Bishop  of  Columbia  figures  somewhat  con¬ 
spicuously  in  the  demand  for  olerical  aid— asking  for  no  lees  a  number 
than  thirteen  additional  clergy  and  five  catechists  (with  4,000/.  to 
support  them).  If  we  thought  that  Christianity  would  be  in  any 
degree  forwarded  by  this  wholesale  influx  of  ministers  from  Eng^nd, 
wo  could  not  of  course  object  to  the  arrangement ;  but  vhat  Bishop 
Hilts  it  to  do  with  hit  “  thirteen  clergymen  andjive^  catechists  ”  in  a  place 
to  literally  overrun  by  reverend  gentlmen  at  this,  it  a  mathematical  pro¬ 
blem  we  should  like  very  muck  to  tee  the  Bishop  solve.  A  healthy  com¬ 
petition  in  religion  is  as  desirable  as  it  is  in  commerce  or  trade,  but 
we  know  of  no  superfluity  in  the  market  so  injurious  to  all  concerned 
as  the  clerical  drug.  At  present  we  have  more  dergymm  in  the  country 
than  can  find  congregations ;  but  if  we  get  such  an  inundation  at  the 
Bishop  it  bargaining  for  we  are  afraid  a  greater  nutnb^  will  ha^  to 
content  themselves,  like  Bean  Swijl  in  hit  early  career ,  with  an  auditory 
of  one,  and  that  hit  servant. 

When  it  is  remembered  that  up  to  this  date  not  more  than  14,000 
emigrants  are  to  be  found  in  Vancouver  Island  and  British  Columbia 
collectively, — and  many  of  these  are  of  a  migratory  description,— it 
must  be  confessed  that  these  remarks  administer  a  seasonable  rebuke 
to  one  who  calls  for  so  lavish  an  expenditure  of  the  Propagation 
Society’s  funds.  Besides,  Dissenters  are  largely  represented,  and  tO 
tbeir  denominations  most  of  the  people  belong. 

Mr  Maefie’s  book  contains  some  things  worth  reading  by 
those  anxious  for  the  latest  information  about  the  colonies. 
It  professes,  indeed,  to  be  “  the  first  volume  that  has  l^en 
“  published  in  this  country  containing  full  and  classified 
“  information  on  the  various  topics  relating  to  Vancouver 
“Island  and  British  Columbia.”  But  other  good  works 
have  been  written  on  the  subject,  all  the  more  trust¬ 
worthy,  perhaps,  because,  according  to  Mr  Maefie’s  opinion, 
they  “fail  to  exhibit  the  commercial,  timber-exporting, 
“  mining,  and  agricultural  capabilities  of  the  colonies  with 
“  the  minuteness  and  prominence  they  merit.”

one  another  by  any  rules  of  order  or  morality.  **  It  was 
**  a  saying  of  Napoleon  that  if  you  rubbed  the  Cossack

liord  Eustace  Cecil’s  chapter  about  Hayti  is  follow^  by 
one  on  the  present  condition  of  Barbary  and  its  people, 
and  that  by  two  others,  giving  very  striking  descrip¬ 
tions  of  the  criminal  or  crime-inducing  classes  of  New 
York  and  London.  Three  other  papers  describe  and 
eritieixe  prison  discipline  in  France  and  England,  as  a 
clever  little  argument  towards  **the  nltimate  adoption 
**in  our  own  gaols  of  what  is  best  in  both;”  and 
another  tells  of  some  noble  work  now  being  done  for  the 
reduction  of  crime  and  encouragement  of  industry  in  some 
East  London  schools.  Ail  these  are  worth  careful  reading 
and  thinking  over;  but  perhaps  the  most  interesting 
chapter  in  the  whole  book  is  the  last  and  shortest,  **  On 
**  Future  Plrospeets  of  Younger  Sons.’*  In  excellent 
spirit  Lord  Eustace  Cecil  riiows  how  many  and  grievous 
are  flie  ills,  pressing  upon  society  at  large  as  much  as  upon

For  the  workioc  men  do  not  ibrm  a  caste  apart,  seMrate  in  thdr 
ikelings  and  their  In  tsrsoti  from  the  rest  of  the  oommnnitj  {  they  are 
not  likely  to  disregard  those  oonneotioos  and  ties  which  hind  them,  like 
the  upper  and  middle  clasees,  to  their  political  party  or  religious  com* 
mnnion ;  nor  are  they  likely  to  feel  leu  for  the  honour  and  welfare  of 
England  than  any  other  dau  in  the  nation. 

All  the  endeaToun  made  In  this  direction  by  the  ConserratiTC  muty 
are,  I  conceire,  mistaken  in  indgment  and  unwise  in  policy.  They 
tend  to  make  a  democracy  where  It  does  not  exist ;  to  eaolose  our 
political  constitution  within  a  pale  of  pririlege ;  and  to  brand  with 
degradation  men  who  ought  to  be  honoured  for  their  honesty  and 
intelligence. 

Thus,  instead  of  giring  to  our  consdtntion  new  security,  the  efforts 
of  those  who  maintain  that  the  franchise  must  oerer  M  lowered,  or 
that,  if  extended,  it  should  be  only  in  a  lateral  direction,  are  tending  to 
create  a  new  danger.  The  working  class  are  not  very  eager  to  hare 
the  frauchise.  It  is  a  privilege  which  must  bo  accompanied  with 
increased  risk  of  differences  and  jars  between  employers  and  employed. 
But  when  the  working  class  are  told  that  they  are  an  Ignorant  class, 
an  intemperate  class,  and  a  dishonest  class,  th.ose  who  might  have  borne 
the  injury  very  patiently  will  hardlv  put  up  with  the'  insult.  It  is  an 
imprudent  as  well  as  an  untrue  imputation.  It  tends  to  make  that 
veiy  hostility  of  classes  which  it  pretends  to  deprecate. 

The  extension  of  the  franchise,  therefore,  should  be  vertical  as  well 
as  lateral.  Numbers  have  proved  their  fitness,  let  numbers  be 
admitted. 

What  should  be  the  precise  amount  of  rent  or  of  rate  which  should 
entitle  the  inhabitant  m  a  borough  to  vote,  or  whether  the  old  houee- 
holder  right  of  voting  with  three  years’  occupation  might  not  usefully 
be  the  test,  I  will  not  here  pretend  to  determine. 

Mr  C.  H.  Chambers  has  translated  for  the  Anthropolo* 
gical  Society,  Professor  Bartolomeo  Oastaldi’s  account  of 
the  discoveries  of  traces  of  Prehistoric  Man  in  Northern 
Italy.  The  book  sketches  what  has  been  done  by  the 
Italians  in  that  direction  since  M.  Desor  suggested  Uie 
suspicion  of  the  existence  of  such  monuments  south  of  the 
Alps.  It  consists  mainly  of  reports  sent  by  men  of  science 
to  Profea^r  Gsetaldi,  who  introduces  them  with  a  short 
summary,  and  adds  to  this  English  edition  of  a  work  last 
publish^  in  1862  a  precis  of  the  farther  dlsooreries  of 
Lake  Dwellings.

Business  of  Pleasure,*  a  very  pleasant  body  of  social 
sketches,  which  havo  appeared  chiefly  in  *  All  the  Tear 
Konnd.* 

In  a  cheap  volume,  designed  by  the  publishers  for  the 
wide  diffusion  necessary  to  their  continued  usefulness,  we 
have  from  another  oontributor  to  *  All  the  Year  Round  * 
that  excellent  series  of  papers  on  **  The  Bubbles  of  Finance, *’ 
which  illustrates  company  making  and  other  features  of 
the  rotten  side  of  speonlating  commerce. 

Mr  Hatton  Turner  takes  the  first  half  of  the  motto  of 
the  Lindsays,  **  Astra  Castra,  Numen  Lumen  **— ‘the  Stars 
my  Encampment,  God  my  Light, — for  the  title  of  a 
substantial  and  richly  illustrated  account  of  the  material 
labours  of  men  to  contrive  their  ascent  into  the  skies  by 
wings,  balloons,  or  otherwise.  Essentially  the  work  is  an 
elaborate  quarto  upon  Aerostation  into  which  all  the 
material  for  a  history  of  the  subject  seems  to  have  been 
introduced,  and  which  is  most  liberally  illustrated  with 
large  plat^  chiefly  of  old  balloon  pictures,  photoainoo- 
graph^  at  Southampton  under  the  superintendence  of  Sir 
Henry  James.  Mr  Turner  thinks  with  Franklin  that  the 
science  of  aerostation  **  is  an  infant,  but  it  will  grow.”  It 
is  eighty  years  old,  in  fact ;  and  here  is  the  story  ot*  that 
period  of  its  octogenarian  infancy,  the  details  of  a  very 
curious  subject  being  collected  and  set  forth  with  a  most 
pleasant  sincerity  of  aeal.

They  were 
received  with  a  Toiler  of  powder,  floor,  and  soot,  which  was  oontinoed 
while  they  remained.  One  of  the  most  diagoating  scenes  oceorred 
^fore  the  poll  was  declared,  the  immense  crowd  haviog  got  exelM  to 
the  otmost  pitch.  The  assanlt  npon  those  on  the  bastings  increased  in 
vigour  and  ferodty  during  the  proceeding,  so  that  Mr  Potter  wasonable 
to  make  any  spee^.  The  police  were  powerless.  Mr  Hodgson,  who 
bad  jost  received  a  bag  of  soot  in  the  face,  and  presented  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  a  **  nigger,**  came  forward  and  retomed  thanks.  Mr  Potter 
and  Mr  Lawson  a^rwards  spoke  from  the  windows  of  the  Bo^  hotel. 
The  latter  gentleman  attriboted  the  cause  of  bis  defeat  to  the  fact  of 
Mr  Hodgson  being  the  nominee  of  Lord  Lonsdale  and  of  the  licensed 
victoallers  of  Manchester.

THE  UNITED  STATES. 

Nkw  Yokk,  Jane  80. — The  dtisens  of  Richmond  have  petitioned 
the  Praeident  to  repeal  the  danse  in  bis  prodamation  which  exoepts 
from  the  amnesty  all  Confederates  possessed  of  20,000  dolls,  worth  of 
property.— General  Meade,  in  his  farewell  address  to  the  Potomac 
Army  on  the  28tb  inst.,  d^ared  that  the  war  colminated  with  the 
battle  of  Gsttysborg,  and  exhorted  his  men,  now  that  peace  was 
restored,  to  be  as  fiuOifbl  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  as  citizens  as 
they  bad  been  as  soldiers.  The  Government  expenditure  during  the 
pMt  year  was  1,200,000,000  doila,  or  upwards  of  8,^00,000  dolls, 
daily.— The  oonspiraoy  trid  in  Washington  has  been  oonduded.  The 
Military  Commianon  has  agreed  npon  the  verdict,  but  it  will  not  be 
made  public  until  after  it  has  been  either  approved  or  rqected  by  the 
President. — Some  excitement  exists  on  the  Stock-Exchange  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  the  exposure  of  two  petroleum  companies  as  frauds  upon  the 
public. 

July  1. — A  conflict  has  arisen  between  the  civil  and  military 
authorities  in  Philadelphia.  A  de&ulting  army  contractor  (W.  N. 
Blozzens)  was  arrested  by  tbs  Provost-Marshal  on  Thursday.  Judge 
Thompson,  of  the  Supreme  Court,  on  the  same  day  issued  a  writ  of 
iabeas  corpM,  but  the  Marshal  refused  to  surrender  the  prisoner  to  the 
SberiflT.  The  Judge  then  issued  a  writ  for  the  arrest  of  the  Marshal, 
but  upon  the  Sheriff  and  his  deputies  attempting  to  execute  it  yester¬ 
day  they  were  driven  off  by  the  Provoet’s  guard.  Tbs  Sheriff  is 
expected  to  call  upon  the  poue  comitatus. — Owing  to  too  close  appli¬ 
cation  to  bis  duties.  President  Johnson  has  been  indisposed  for  several 
days  past,  and  unable  to  take  part  in  Cabbet  meetbgs.  He  has, 
consequently,  not  yet  decisively  replied  to  the  South  Carolina 
delegation.

CRIMINAL  ANNALS. 

The  Cobfessiob  or  Dr  Pritohard  has  been  made.  On  Tuesday 
yielding  to  the  entreaties  of  his  daughter,  who  had  an  bterview  with  him 
on  Monday,  this  partial  acknowleogment  of  bis  guilt  was  wrung  from 
him.  The  document  is  as  follows : — **  I,  Edwara  William  Pritchard, 
M.D.,  M.R.C.S.E.,  and  LA.S.,  fee.,  hereby  make  in  writing,  b  the 
presence  of  the  R<w.  R.  S.  Oldham,  M.A.,  the  following  confession,  for 
transmission  bv  him  to  the  proper  antboritiee : — ^It  was  when  my  wife 
was  at  Ardenunny,  in  the  summer  of  1868,  that  I  first  became  bti- 
mate  with  the  girl  Mary  Macleod,  sleeping  with  her  in  my  bouse  at  22 
Royal  crescent  This  oontinoed  at  intervals  up  to  the  time  of  our 
removal  to  181  Sauchiehall  street.  She  became  pregnant  in  May,  last 
year,  and  with  her  own  consent  I  produced  a  miscarriage.  I  have  reason 
to  believe  that  Mrs  Pritchard  was  quite  aware  of  this,  and  rather  sought 
to  cover  n^  wickedness  and  folly.  My  mother-in-law,  Mrs  Taylor, 
came  last  February  to  our  bouse,  and  caught  Mary  Macleod  and  myself 
in  the  consulting  room ;  and  the  day  before  her  death,  havbg  appa¬ 
rently  watched  us,  she  said  to  me  in  the  same  room,  *  You  have  looked 
her  into  the  cupboard,*  which  was  true;  but  nothing  more  passed.  I 
declare  Mrs  Taylor  to  have  died  b  the  manner  I  have  before  stated, 
and  I  now  believe  her  death  to  have  been  caused  by  an  overdose  of 
Battiey’s  solution  of  opium.  The  aoonite  found  b  that  bottle  was  put 
in  bv  me  after  her  death,  and  designedly  left  there  b  order  to  prove 
death  by  misadventure  in  case  any  inquiry  should  take  place.  Mrs 
Pritchard  was  much  better  immediately  after  her  mothers  death,  but 
subeequently  became  exhausted  from  want  of  aleepw  I  accounted  for 
this  by  the  shock  produced  by  her  mother’s  death  ;  and  hardly  know¬ 
ing  bow  to  act,  at  her  osm  earnest  request  I  gave  her  chloroform.  It 
was  about  midnight.  Mary  Macleod  was  b  the  room,  and  in  an  evil 
moment  (being  Asides  somewhat  excited  by  whisky),  I  yielded  to  the 
temptation  to  give  her  suflSdent  to  cause  death — lekiok  I  did.  I  there¬ 
fore  declare  before  God,  as  a  dying  man,  and  b  the  preeenoe  of  my 
spiritual  adviser,  that  I  am  innocent  of  the  crime  of  murder  so  far  as 
Mrs  Taylor  is  concerned,  bnt  acknowledge  myeelf  |^ty  of  the  adulterr 
with  Mary  Macleod,  and  the  murder  of  my  i^e.  I  feel  now  as  though 
I  had  been  living  in  a  species  of  madness  since  my  connection  with 
Mary  Macleod ;  and  I  declare  my  solemn  repentanoe  of  my  crime, 
earnestly  prayi^  that  I  may  obtab  Divine  forgiveness  before  I  suffer 
the  PBotdty  of  the  law.** 

The  following  aooount  of  this  notorious  criminal,  who  is  Wt  for 
execution  on  the  28th  inst,  will  probably  be  read  with  some  bterest 
at  the  present  moment  Edward  WilUam  Pritchard  is  the  son  of  Mr 
John  White  Pritchard,  a  captain  b  the  Royal  Navy,  and  was  bom  in 
1826  at  Soothsea,  Hants.  After  going  through  the  usual  preliminary 
education,  be  was  apprenticed  b  Sqitember,  1840,  to  Messrs  Edwara 
John  and  Charles  Henry  Scott,  surgeons,  of  oonsiderable  practice  in 
Portsmouth.  During  hb  apprenticeship  he  is  stated  to  have  Mdnooslv 
studied  the  elementary  branones  of  bis  profession  and  conducted  hfinself 
with  great  propriety.  On  the  completion  of  his  apprentioeship  be  came 
to  this  metropolis,  and  entered  on  bis  hospital  studies  at  King’s  College 
in  October,  1848 ;  these  also  be  prosemited  with  great  s^,  and  his 
friends  being  desirous  that  be  sh^d  enter  the  naval  service  of  bis 
country,  be  memorialized  the  authorities  at  the  College  of  Suigeons  to 
be  allowed  to  offer  himself  for  examination  at  an  earlier  period  than 
was  at  that  time  allowed ;  his  application  havbg  been  granted,  be 
appeared  before  the  Court  of  Exambers  on  the  29th  of  May,  1846, 
and,  after  the  usual  examination,  was  admitted  a  member  of  the  College. 
He  then  underwent  an  examination  before  the  Navy  Board,  and  was 
duly  gazetted  as  an  assistant-surgeon  b  her  Majesty's  Nainr,  and  has 
several  relatives  b  the  combatant  branch  of  that  senrioe.  Those  who 
know  what  the  porition  of  the  medical  oflSoer  b  the  Royal  Navy  was 
at  that  time,  and  which  is  not  much  improved  at  the  present  tune,  will 
not  be  surprised  that  a  highly-educated  and  aooompliabed  surgeon 
should  endeavour  to  emancipate  himself  from  such  thraldom.  He, 
therefore,  embraced  the  first  opportunity,  and  resigned  all  oonnexbn 
with  the  Royal  Navy,  and  determined  on  seekbg  private  practice. 
Fbdbg  it  was  necessary  to  possess  a  double  qualification,  he  presented 
himself  before  the  Society  of  Apothecaries,  and  havbg  passed  the  ex-

This  acheme  hae  for  ao  long  been  a  subject  of  public 
interest,  and  haa  been  to  fully  diecuased  by  the  praaa,  that 
it  is  unnaceBMry  now  to  add  more  In  JuaUdoauon  of  tba 
preapectui,  than  give  a  very  brief  euutmary  of  tha  Par- 
lisroeatary  proceedings  in  relatlnu  to  it,  and  an  estimate  of 
the  profit  likely  to  accrue  to  the  Shareholders. 

It  was  for  the  necessary  powers  to  construct  tha  works 
nameii  in  the  Concession  that  application  was  made  to 
Parliament;  powers  also  being  obtained  forthe  raelama- 
lion  of  the  I>eiiaie  Klati*,  and  tor  the  conatraction  of  tho 
Culvert  showD  by  the  Hluo  Line  on  the  Map,  should  it  hora- 
aitcr  be-deemed  expedient  further  to  dcvelupe  theoperationt 
of  the  Company. 

After  ihn  ttc'ind  readiiig  of  the  Dill  in  the  Hooen  of 
Common*,  ahicli  was  snpp«>rted  by  the  Right  Hon.  Wm.

Of  the  velue  of  Sewage  as  a  Manure,  there  Is,  at  aUted  in 
a  leading  article  upon  this  scheme,  pabllahed  in  the  "  TImee" 
of  the  Ind  March  last,  "  no  dispnia"  The  enly  question  in 
tegard  to  tha  Sewage  of  London  being,  aa  tha  "  Times  *' 
■uya  whether  that  value  is  '*  £400,000  or  £4,000,000  a  year." 
This  Uttar  figuro  Is  the  esUwMte  of  Baron  LUMg,  and  tho 
Corporetion  id  the  City  of  London  for  tho  Sowego  of  both 
I  oideo  of  the  Metropolis ;  or  roughlv,  about  £1.666,666,  as 
I  the  yearly  value  of  that  portion  of  tbs  Sewage  which  has 
become  the  property  ef  the  Company  by  virtue  of  their 
'  agreenient  with  Meaara  Napier  aud  Hupe,  but  tha  Dtraetors 
'  concur  with  these  gentleman  in  beUaving  that  this  eatmaaia 
is  greatly  axagRerated.
